Elder  Benson  condemned  the 
prevalent  theory  of  peaceful 
coexistence  with  the  “greatest, 
most  destructive  and  insidious  evil 
in  this  world.”  He  said  that  it  is  the

Most  off-campus  housing  units 
will  be  covered,  but  students  whose 
apartments  are  not  covered  are 
asked  to  bring  their  donations  to 
the  Reception  Area  on  Thursday  or 
Friday,  where  a booth  will  be  set 
up. 


desire  of  the  men  fighting  in  Asia 
for  people  at  home  to  understand 
that  “international  Communism  is 
the  self-avowed  enemy  of  every 
loyal  American.” 

According  to  Elder  Benson, 
Communist  ideology  says,  “we’re 
going  to  destroy  the  moral 
character  of  a generation  of  young 
Americans,  and,  when  we  have 
finished,  you  will  have  nothing 
with  which  to  really  defend 
yourselves  against  us.” 

“Disarmament  is  a blueprint  for 
surrender,’’  he  stated.  Elder 
Benson  encouraged  not  only 
armament  but  discipline. 

“The  word  disarmament  can  be 
defined  as  the  transfer  of  our 
military  apparatus  to  the  control  of 
the  United  Nations.”  The 
Undersecretary  General  for 
Political  and  Security  Council 
Affairs  would  have  ultimate  power 
in  a situation  of  total  disarmament. 
Elder  Benson  explained  that  eight 
of  the  nine  men  appointed  to  this 
position  were  Russian 
Communists,  and  the  other  was  a 
Yugoslavian. 

Elder  Benson  named  two 
proposals  to  solve  the  problems  in 
Vietnam:  1)  an  understanding  that 
though  we  have  no  business  there, 
we  are  still  committed,  and  2) 
bringing  the  servicemen  home  after 
finishing  the  job  started  in  Asia,  so 
they  need  not  return  to  fight 
Communists  elsewhere. 

In  closing.  Elder  Benson 
encouraged  BYU  students  to 
involve  themselves  in  knowing  the 
issues  and  upholding  the  morality 
and  tradition  of  their  high 
standards  and  to  express  their 
opinions  to  government  leaders.

Vice  President  Spiro  T.  Agnew 
will  speak  at  Thursday’s  forum 
assembly  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

This  will  be  the  Vice  President’s 
first  visit  to  the  Intermountain 
West  since  his  election  last 
November. 

During  his  two-day  stay  in  Utah 
he  will  also  speak  at  a fund  raising 
dinner  for  the  GOP  which  will  be 
held  in  the  new  Salt  Palace  in  Salt 
Lake  City. 

Prior  to  becoming  Vice 
President,  Agnew  served  as 
governor  of  Maryland.  He  will  be 
the  third  Vice  President  to  speak  at 
BYU  in  the  last  ten  years. 

Democratic  Vice  President 
Hubert  Humphrey  spoke  at  a 
forum  during  the  fall  of  1967  and 
President  Nixon  spoke  in  1958  as 
VP  in  the  Eisenhower 
administration. 

Originally,  Elie  Seigmeister, 
noted  American  composer  pianist 
and  conductor,  was  scheduled  to 
give  a lecture-recital  but  his 
program  has  been  re-programmed 
for  today  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  de 
Jong  Concert  Hall  in  the  Harris

He  will  also  appear  in  a 
lecture-recital  Thursday  at  8 p.m. 
in  the  Temple  Square  Assembly 
Hall  as  originally  scheduled  for  the 
BYU  Salt  Lake  Center  for 
Continuing  Education.

An  Open  Letter  to  Those  in  the 
Know,  or,  Dear  Dad, 

A year  or  so  ago,  we  were 
discussing  the  subject  of  the  racial 
problem 
confronting  our 
nation.  As  I 
recall,  you 
ended  the 
conversation  by 
saying,  “There’s 
coexistence,  and 
there’s  no 
existence.  And 
there  is  no  other 
choice.’’ 

I appreciated 
those  words,  and 
when  you  GEISSLER 
encouraged  me  to  involve  myself  in 
the  civil  rights  movement,  I was 
impressed  by  your  interest,  and 
went  ahead  and  became  active. 

But,  Dad,  I’ve  just  begun  to  see 
the  vast  amount  of  hypocrisy 
which  comes  to^  the  surface 
whenever  anybody  says  something 
that  sounds  like  it  advocates  that 
impossible  dream,  legal  equality 
and  freedom. 

A week  ago,  I ran  the  enclosed 
article,  entitled  “In  Memoriam:  M. 


L.  King.”  The  reactions,  which 
include  16  anonymous  phone  calls, 
three  anonymous  letters,  one 
signed  letter  and  one  sign,  have 
amazed  me,  and  even  frightened 
me.  My  already  wavering  faith  in 
the  basic  goodness  of  man  has  been 
seriously  shaken. 

The  day  the  article  ran,  one  of 
my  classmates  stopped  me  and  said 
he  supposed  I thought  the  people 
who  sniped  at  policemen  and 
firemen  doing  their  duty  were 
more  right  than  King’s  murderer. 
Taken  by  surprise,  I replied,  “No,  I 
don’t.  But  are  they  any  more 
wrong?” 

He  didn’t  answer  me,  but  1 don’t 
think  he  thought  about  what  I had 
said.  When  I got  back  up  to  my 
office,  the  news  editor  showed  me 
a sign  he  had  removed  from  my 
desk.  Two  words:  “Head  Nigger.” 

I had  hoped  this  kind  of  attitude 
wouldn’t  prevail  on  a campus  that 
professes  to  believe  in  the  universal 
brotherhood  of  man. 

COMMIE? 

Two  of  the  anonymous  callers 
insisted  I was  a card-carrying 
Communist,  and  a cell  leader  too, 
no  doubt.  One  even  threatened  to 


burn  a cross  on  my  living  room  rug. 
(I  can’t  even  say  that  without 
laughing,  but  the  caller  was 
serious!) 

Dad,  I don’t  have  any  set 
formula,  any  medicine  that  will 
eradicate  all  prejudice  if  taken 
twice  a day  for  two  weeks.  But  it  is 
distressing  to  see  the  two-facedness 
of  those  who  profess  to  love  their 
fellow  men  while  refusing  to 
support  attempts  to  foster  true 
brotherhood. 

BROTHERHOOD  WEEK 

This  week  is  “Brotherhood 
Week”  here  on  campus.  One  of  the 
main  events  is  a clothing  drive 
designed  to  aid  needy  residents  of  a 
large  poverty  area  in  Mississippi.  A 
big  success  in  the  drive  could 
change  my  opinion,  but  right  now 
I’m  convinced  of  the  widespread 
hypocrisy  of  this  student  body. 

I hope  I’m  wrong  in  this  opinion. 
Dad,  for  as  you  said,  we  have  the 
choice  between  coexistence  and  no 
existence.  And  if  hatred  and 
bigotry  prevail,  the  latter  is  sure  to 
be  our  fate.

The  Cougar  baseballers  now  have 
a commanding  lead  over  Utah  and 
Wyoming  in  the  WAC  Northern 
Division  race.  BYU  is  9-3  in 
conference  play  while  Utah  and 
Wyoming  are  6-6. 

The  Cougars  journey  to 
Colorado  State  for  a weekend  three 
game  series  while  Utah  goes  to 
Wyoming.  The  following  weekend 
the  two  teams  will  switch 
opponents  with  BYU  going  to 
Laramie  and  Utah  to  Fort  Collins. 

Of  the  six  conference  games  left 
to  play,  the  Cougars  can  take  the 
title  by  winning  four  out  of  the  six 
even  if  Utah  sweeps  both  series. 

If  the  Cougars  can  win  the 
Northern  Division  title,  they  will 
travel  to  Arizona  to  meet  the 
Southern  Division  winner  which 


will  probably  be  Arizona  State,  on 
May  23  and  24. 

The  Sun  Devils  hold  a three  game 
lead  in  the  Southern  Division  after 
winning  two  of  three  over  rival 
Arizona. 

Arizona  won  the  first  game,  2-0, 
but  the  Sun  Devils  swept  the 
doubleheader  Saturday  by  scores 
of  11-0  and  5-0.

Draft  Retention  Urged 
By  Defense  Speaker

Dr.  Harold  W.  Rood,  consultant 
to  the  Defense  Department,  said  to 
a group  of  Army  ROTC  cadets  and 
others  in  the  Varsity  Theater 
Tuesday  that  the  draft  should 
continue. 

Dr.  Rood,  an  associate  professor 
of  international  relations  at 
Claremont  College,  favored  the 
retention  of  elements  of  both  a 
professional  volunteer  and  a 
civilian  one. 

Dr.  Rood  spiced  his  speech  with 
gestures  and  gave  an  impersonation 
of  a person  who  mistrusted  the 
military. 

He  listed  the  advantages  of  a 
professional  army  as  “you  get 
well-trained  men,  you  get 
dedication  and  you  get  a coherent 
organization.”  Adding  that 
professional  soldiers  “spend  a great 
deal  of  their  time  being  educated,” 
he  said  they  are  especially  valuable 
“for  those  brush-fire  wars.” 

Dr.  Rood  mentioned  the  historic 
problems  of  raising  an  army.  He 


related  the  anti-war 
demonstrations  before  World  War 
II,  implying  that  pacifism  was 
nothing  new,  even  to  the  degree  it 
is  practiced  today. 

‘‘We  are  traditionally 
anti-militaristic,”  he  added,  “and 
estrange  ourselves”  from  men  of 
the  army.  The  soldiers,  in  turn, 
begin  to  be  the  object  of  contempt, 
much  as  policemen  are . 

“You  need  the  thrust  of 
someone  who  comes  direct  from 
civil  life.”  He  felt  the  army 
becomes  isolated  from  outside 
influences  when  the  men  volunteer 
for  many  years  of  service. 

‘‘One  should  have  a draft  in 
war-time,”  he  concluded.  “In  a 
major  war  we  should  have  to  draft 
men  and  women.”  He  also  felt  it 
‘‘desperately  unfair  that  college 
students  aren’t  drafted.  There  is  a 
moral  burden  to  be  shared  by 
everyone.” 

As  an  example  of  a civilian  army, 
he  cited  Switzerland,  where  all  men 
are  required  to  serve  in  the  army 
from  the  ages  of  1 8 to  45 .
